captured Antipoles and other towns. 
They left 25 dead on the field. Our 
loss was four killed and a few slightly 
wounded. 
Morons is garrisoned and 


all other troops withdrawn. 
Inhabi- 


tants of the provinces profess friend- 
ship, ask protection and wish to enter 
Manila. Last is refused as the city 
population is increasing too rapidly. 
The leading natives of the island, in- 
cluding the active insurgent leaders, 
seek permission to send their families 
to Manila, consider it the onlv vlace 
for personal security."

.Colorado on the rampage. 


Austin. June 8,—As a result of the ter- 


rible water spout and exceedingly heavy 
rains on the upper watersheds the Colo- 
rado river is raging out of its banks. Re- 
ports from Marble Falls and Llano, 30 
miles above, show a 25-fset rise there, 
doing great damage to property all along 
the river. The cotton mill at Marble 
Falls was' wrecked. The waterworks, 
the river bridge and other property was 
damaged. Debris is pouring down the 
river 'by the carload. The water is pour- 
ing over the great 1200-foot dajn span- 
ning the river here in a solid sheet of jnud 
and debris 12 feet deep.

The 
steainer passed up the coast from Hong 
Kong and saw the smoking ruins of the 
villages burned by the British as a 
warning to the rebellious Chinamen. 
Seventeen thousand natives are in the 
insurrection. 


The British surveying' party was at- 


tacked by the Chinese, 
It captured 


many Chinamen and turned them over 
to the governor of the provinces and 
demanded they be punished.

they left the headsman appeared and 
the prisoners' heads rtollecl into baskets.

Probably Cot a Good Stan by Leavlug 


Dover Saturday Nlglit. 


Dover, N. H., June S.—O, F. Brown, 


agent of the Salmon Falls mills, at Sal- 
.mon Falls, informea-United States Dep- 
uty Marshal Nute yesterday that he 
was a passenger on the early morning 
train out of Dover last Sunday, and 
during the trip he passed through all of 
the cars, and .is positive that Treasurer 
Hough was not aboard the train. He 
is well acquainted with the missing bank 
o'fficial, -STnd is positive ithat he did not 
go to Boston,Sunday*morning. 


Mrs. Daniel Hall of this city was ab- 


•ent from her home during last Saturday 
End arrived here from the east early in 
the evening-. She informed the authori- 
ties yesterday that as she alighted from 
the trtfin Mr. Hough stood near tbe steps 
as though he 'was about to' board the 
train when the passage was made clear 
by those who were going to stop in this 
city. The train was bound for Boston. 


United States Marshal Nute called on 


Ralph Hough yesterday with an. idea of 
gaining some information as to the 
whereabouts of his son. Mr. Hough in- 
formed the marshal that he possessed no 
knowledge that would be of assistance 
to the officers, as he did not know where 
Hairry had gone. 


Bank Commissioner Cummings turned 


over the affairs of the Savings bank to 
Assignee Mason, and the investigation 
of the affairs of the institution will be 
continued by him. 


Contrary to be general understanding 


about the city Cashier Haley has made 
known the' fact that the directors of the 
National bank secured the services of 
Mr. Hough as assistant cashier and paid 
him $600 per year for his services. Mr. 
Haley made this statement owing to ths 
report 'that he employed Mr. Hough as 
an assistant and was responsible for hia 
salary and actions connected With the 
bank. 


It \a now "believed that the losses to the. 


Cochaco Savings bank and the Cocheco 
National bank, by reason of Hough's 
speculations, will reach fully $40,000, if 
not a greater amount. The chief loss 
falls on the National bank. 


The one thing which public opinion con- 


demns is the action of the Savings bank 
trustees in inducing Mrs. Harry Hough 
to draw all she had in the StrafCord Sav- 
ings bank and pay the Cocheco bank 
$3500. The Savings bank people claimed 
that the treasurer was $3500 short, and 
for this they had a bond of $20,000 issued 
by a surety company. They were amply 
protected, but the trustees knew that 
Hough's wife had promised $4000 to th« 
National bank. 


William F. Maeon, assignee of the Sav- 


ings bank, simply got in ahead of the 
Cocheco National bank men and induced 
Mrs. Hough to pay the Savings bank in- 
stead of the other institution. There 
•was no obligation on her part to give up 
her money, and the officiate simply «ay 
they took it because ihe contributed it 
voluntarily without any urging. 
For 


some reason the Hough family was anx- 
ious to square accounts with the Savings 
bank rather thafi the National bank. 
The purpose seems to have been to pre- 
vent any prosecution, if possible, by the 
Savings bank.

His son is young and unless

Quarter of a Million Loss. 


Augusta, Ga., June 8.—The largest fire

PUBLIC WORKS. 


H. W. Sherman, president of the Troy 


Jt^iblic "Works company, which has 
been awarded the contract for paving 
State 'and Union streets, has said that 
his company in doing the paving would 
observe the nine-hour day, employ local 
labor and pay $1.35 a day. This is bet- 
ter than 10 hours and $1-25 a day, and it 
is hoped the Troy company will do as 
its president says it will. It may or 
i«\ay not do it, as it chooses, for it is 
bound in no way. We. have simply the 


of Mr. Sherman, tha administra.- 
having no agreement with the 


company on the matter that would 
etand in the courts or could be enforced 
against the contractor by a system of 
forfeiture or otherwise. We are wholly 
at the mercy of the contractor. It is 
not use to say that the law prescribes 
nine hours as a day's work. Contrac- 
tors can snap their fingers at the law, 
and who is there to call them to time? 
IA. city administration for which a con- 
tractor is working is not likely to do it, 
because proceeding in the matter would 
; Jpiwrti Ifltely obstruct public work and 
, thereby bring the administration under 
tpublic censure. If this should not oc- 
!"cur there would certainly be a feeling 
developed that wou}4 prevent emoot 
relations between the administration 
land contractor, which- administrations 
do not wamt, because contractors, as a 
rule, are gentlement handy at making 
trouble. The labor interests could 
hardly force the observance of the law. 
Strikes ara not to be thought of and in 
such cases Wiould. be futile. Legal pro- 
ceedings are not swifL •enough. They 
can be prolonged indefinitely and, In the 
meantime the contractor does aa he 
pleases. All this is easily possible, and 
particularly 6» 'When the contraetlor is 
from another state. 


Thia unsatisfactory situation with 


reference to our important public works 
caBa up again the desirability of the 
contract system. In this city we are 
sufficiently enlightened to unhesitating- 
ly admit that there is no public loss in 
paying fail' wages to local labor in do- 
ing our public werk. Local labor spends 
Sis earnings with local merchantsi in 
taxes and to local property owners. It 
is certainly a short-sighted policy, then 
[which seeks to get public work done at 
the lowest possible price, must either 
ithingB being left out of the considera- 
tion. The policy that is mpst equitable 
Js the one that gives the work to lecal 
labor and pays fairly for the work done. 
IttK contractor is working far a profit 
and most generally gets it. If it does 
not come out of the city treasury it is 
cure to come out of the labor the con- 
tractor employs. In either case it comes 
lout of the city, in the shape of taxes to 
fay the contract price or out of the 
merchants and property owners to 
iwbom'the laborer gives his money. The 
laborer cannot spend more money than 
he earns. The contract system, there- 
fore, is neither economical nor fair. 
ZThe. contractor's profit, whether coming 
out of the city treasury, which is the 
pocket; of the taxpayer, or out of the 
(stomachs of the laborer and his family 
op off their backs—in either case it is a 
idead loss to the city. 


There Ia but one remedy—the doing 


,Bf public •writ by the city corporation 
itself, whicb- incidentally, would give 
fche commissioner of public works some- 
thing1 to do. The present administra- 
tion is not to blame for employing the 
contract system^. It had to do it, for 
Hhe charter prescribes it And perhaps 
we are not ready to try the substitute 
for it. We certainly are not if our pub- 
lip sentiment is not strong enlough to 
prevent the peddling of offices for poli- 
tical gains. Here is the proper line for 
the activity of workingmcn's leagues— 
the development of public sentiment 
that will accept no public change that 
is not primarily and undoubtedly for 
the betterment of public service, for it 
is only when that sentiment is full 
grown and not till then, that the work- 
Jngman will (jet his full share. 


- No doubt most of this ia a waste of 
words. But it is true.

City Solicitor Lathrop of Springfield 


tia* given a v*ry important opinion, at 
leaf* an <•*}», oplnjen on » very import- 
ant matter.

•Utute* Mya tha ration la "tha moat 
Ambiguous of all the laws pertaining to 
the use of public nwney that I have 
knowledge of." The section is: 


"The city council of a city may by 


a. yea and giay vote of the, members of 
each branch thereof, present and vot- 
ing, appropriate money, not exceeding 
lu any Midyear one-flfth of 1 per cent, 
of its valuation for the current year, for 
armories for the use of military com- 
panies, for the celebration of holidays 
and for other public purposes." 


Solicitor Laithrop remarks that the 


statute does not define what "other 
public purposes" are and says that the 
determining of the quesion raised in 
any particular instance is for the su- 
preme Judicial court 
Mr. Lathrop 


takes two decisions of tho court to 
make as clear as possible the limit to 
which city councils may go in the ap- 
propriating of money for extraordinary 
mattfrs. 
He cites Hood against the 


mayor and aldermen of ths city of Lynn 
in which the court held that the city 
authorities had no right to appropri- 
ate money for a Fourth of July cele- 
bration. On this the court sad: 


"The appropriation is neither neces- 


sary to the exercise of any power ex- 
pressly granted to the city, nor is it in- 
cidental to any right or 
authority 


which, though not expressly granted, 
has its origin in well-settled usage and 
is founded upon tha necessities, con- 
venience or even the comfort or the in- 
habitants." 


On this decision Mr. Lathrop—noting 


that celebrations of holidays by public 
funds has since been authorized by the 
above mentioned law—aays: "This is 
the extreme limit of thei power of towns 
and cities to grant money, as settled 
by repeated adjudications of the court." 
Mr. Lathrop then: considers the decision 
of the supreme court in, the case of 
Hubbard against the city of Taunton. 
The court concerning the 'ambiguous 
words, "other public purpioses," in, this 
Taunton case says: 


"We know of no simple and merely 


logical test by which tlie limit can be 
fixed. It must be determined by practi- 
cal considerations. Tha Question is 
one of degree. Taking into account the 
history and language of the act, toe 
safeguards attached tp tha exercise of 
the power, the smallness of the sum al- 
lowed to be expended, and the fact that 
it has long been, assumed to be within 
tha power of cities to give such con- 
certs in the open air, we are not pre- 
pared to say that a case is presented 
for an injunction." 


Mr. Lathrop thinks that this decision 


is the only help given us by the su- 
preme court in interpreting the statute 
and holds that the rule to be observed 
relative to the appropriation of money 
lor extraordinary matters is that, in 
the language of the court, the matter 
"must be determined by practical con- 
siderations." Therefore, Mr. Lathrop 
is of the opinion that the appropriating 
of money to give the president a re- 
ception cannot be done within 
the 


meaning of the statute. He says: "I 
should be glad to justify by opinion 
this expenditure of money therefor; 
but I am of the opinion that this may i 
not be done legally, and that the occa- 
sion is not one of the 'public purposes,' 
contemplated by or to ba construed 
into the statute." 


The suggestion that public money 


may be used in thia city for this pur- 
pose and that purpose, all 
worthy 


purposes in themselves, has kept our 
officials in constant anxiety lor many 
months, and this decision from Spring- 
field is one that can be read with much 
profit. It contains the arguments that 
have been used tu defend the North 
Adams treasury against those who 
desired to use it for purposes that ar« 
not "public purposes." 
One danger 


that has been repeatedly pointed out 
here has been ably pointed out by Mr. 
Lathrop. This danger is the deviating 
from the strict meaning of the law 
under pressure of popular 
consent, 


thereby making demands on the pub- 
lic treasury mere matters of degree in- 
stead of a matter of justice. The Mc- 
Kinley case in Springfield is a very 
good parallel and these words of Mr. 
Lathrop contain, the soundest reason- 
ing: 
i 
I 


"The method of the use of the pub- 


lic money may not bo determined by 
sentiment, by personal or official re- 
spect for the person or the office. 
If expenditure and appropriation of 
public money be justified for a recep- 
tion to the president, then such use of 
money becomes a matter of distinc- 
tions. If such expenditure be justified 
for the president, then perhaps in a 
lesser degree or sum tho public money 
may be used for the reception of a 
governor, possibly a congressman, a 
distinguished functionary from abroad. 
If this avenue of expenditure be open- 
ed, I see little limit to such use of the 
taxpayers' funds."

Interesting Showing Made by Public 


School Boys at Normal School, 


There is an exhibition of the work 


of the classes in. manual training at 
the normal school this afternoon which 
will continue tomorrow and tomorrow 
evening from 7 to 10 o'clock, for the 
purpose of allowing those interested an 
opportunity to see Ihe work of the 
bo.\s. This will he an opportunity pf 
more than usual importance, as it will 
sivu the visitors an opportunity not 
only to seo tho progress of tho boys in 
this line, but also to see the workshop 
whore the boys do their work, with the 
benches, tools, and blue prints from 
which they work. 


The manual training classes oC the 


boys of the public schools, under the 
direction of 3'rofessor Stearns, are one 
of the features of thp educational 
work of the city schools, and the little 
fellows arc making excellent progress,, 
a'i a visit to their workshop will show. 


The classes are composed of boys 


from the age of 10 to 15 years, and they 
begin at first with the whittling ex- 
ercise, going from that to the use and 
caro of the tools, and at last to the 
manufacture of the finished article. 
The results of their work, as shown in 
the exhibit, comprise articles of prac- 
tical value, such as hat rack?, coat 
racks, pon trays, pin trays, picture 
frames, blacking boxes, etc., many of 
them showing: a neatness and skill sur- 
prising for boys of that agre. Many of 
the pictures, in fact, purchased us the 
rusult of the entertainment given not 
long ago, to gi"u:o tho walls of the 
various schools, have been framed by 
the boys nf these classes. Among the 
exhibits shown are a number of these 
framed pictures, us well as finished 
work in boxes, cabinets, desk trays, 
etc., many of which are beautified by 
hand carving. 


The practical knowledge obtained by 


the boys in this course of trftuiing, 
the use of tools, the bringing out of 
original ideas in the formation of ar- 
ticles, arc points that are not thorough- 
ly appreciated by the public in gen- 
eral. Many of the youngsters show 
an aptitude that is surprising, and the 
interest taken in tho work by them is 
also worthy of notice. Some of the 
boys spend their spare time in the 
workshop, where under proper instruc- 
tion, they make articles of practical 
value for their homes. This fact alone 
occupying their attention with some- 
thing of practical value and keeping 
them from mischief and under good 
influence, is a meritorious feature of 
the work. 


The fact that the rooms are thus 


thrown open to visitors should be taken 
advantage of by all interested in this 
work, and a visit will give all a better 
opportunity to see and know what the 
boys are doing and their excellent pro- 
gress, and illustrate to them some of 
the advantages the boys of the city 
are receiving.

JOSTtPH CHAMBBKiAIN. 


It is known that the arrangement of a 


modus Vivendi to govern the relations of 
the United States and Canada on the 
Alaskan boundary is receiving a greal 
deal of Ambassador Choate's attention. 
The basis for the temporary delimita- 
tion of the boundary in the neighborhood 
of the passes Itading into the Klondike 
from the Linn canal will, if the present 
effort succeed, be on White pass on the 
east, and on Chilkoot pass in the middle, 
at the points where the Canadian cus- 
tom houses were established about 18 
months ago. On the Daflton trail the 
point has not yet been selected, and as 
the pressure toward the sea on this west- 
ernmost trail by the Canadians has been 
more severe than at any other point very 
naturally great difficulty is experienced 
Jn reconciling, even temporarily, the con- 
flicting claims to jurisdiction. While 
Pyramid harbor is not insisted upon ai 
this juncture by the Canadians as part 


of tne temporary arrangement, they ae- 
sire to get as near to tide water as pos- 


! sible, ami their claim in this quarter in- 
| eludes the important Indian village ol 
i Klukwan, a town that has long been u»i- 
| der the protection of the United States, 
j 
It is said, howevei, that too much as- 


! surance should not be taken that a com- 


j plete accord Is certain. Tho 
officials 


! agree with thb London view that the out- 


j look is rather brighter because negotia- 


I tions are on again, but they qualify this 
i tiy saying that the agreement is not yet 


i concluded,'and that when concluded it 


I will still leave much to be settled by fu- 


I ture negotiations. In view of the fact 
i that the protocol reciting the proceedings 
• of the joint high commission on Feb. 18 


last in Wishington had been made pub- 
lic in the Canadian legislature, while an 
abstract of its contents has also beer 
published in London as well as in this 
country, the state department has 
deemed it proper to give out for publi- 
cation the entire protocol. 


This particular'protocol is regarded by 


the department as of great importance, 
for it marked the failure of the commis- 
sion under peculiar conditions. Th« 
record shows that the joint corrjmission 
met at 10 o'clock that morning; that th« 
British side proposed arbitration, and 
that the Americans accepted the propo- 
sition in general using It as a basis for 
a treaty, as offered by the British. How- 
ever, it is shown that when the Ameri- 
cans offered an amendment the British 
side promptly refused to accept it, and 
without affording further opportunity 
for the erection of an arbitration treaty 
stopped the negotiations and referred thi 
matter to their own government, not- 
withstanding the urging of the Ameri- 
cans that the commission at least con- 
clude their negotiations upon the remain' 
ing subjects. 


These facts were the basis of the 


American contention that the Canadians 
had not afforded a real opportunity for 
arbitration and were responsible for the 
disruption of the joint commission. The 
points of the British arbitration pro- 
posal and also of the proposition put for- 
ward by the Americans as an amend- 
ment have already be,en indicated in the 
cable dispatches, and 
the 
following 


points are given as those upon which im- 
portance is laid by the Aniaricans: 


In putting forward their proposal the 


British side said: "The commissioners of 
the United States announced that they 
accepted the proposals made as the basis 
of adjustment, but desired an amend- 
ment in relation to the arbitral tribunal 
and a modification of rule C to make it 
conform to the present local conditions 
in Alaska."

Born in Plymouth, N. C.. July 20,1S3S. 


his father the captain of a coasting 
trader, Augustin Daly became father- 
less when he was too young to ap- 
preciate his loss. 
It was Intended to 


educate h'.m for the priesthood. 
He 


studied hard at school and frequently 
in later life, even in the height of his 
pucfpsses. exhibited with much pride the 
cprUficatP of his good conduct and 
scholarship, which he brought with him 
to New York as a recommendation to 
a Catholic clergyman. 


But enevnihis xzfl Ington.-perishedHa 
But even in his boyhood ho developed 


theatrical tastes. 
His first attempt at 


composition, in fact, was a military 
drama,- and he had it acted by his school^ 
felloes and playmates. 


Coming north to New York, ho under- 


took to give a play, aided by his brother, 
Judge Daly. 
This first New York at- 


tempt was a fiat failure. 
Augustin 


Daly became then a theatrical critic, 
progressing finally from the old Sunday 
Courier to The Express. 


Having criticised Miss Bateman, ha 


made the acquaintance of Papa Bate- 
man, to whom he strongly recommended 
the adaptation of Mosenthal's "De- 
borah." 
A translation of the play waa 


made by a genius nanred Methua. 
Mr. 


Daly adapted it 
''Leah, the Forsaken" 


was produced in Boston with success, 
and, after being revised, corrected and 
partially rewritten, was brought out at 
Niblo's garden, and made Bateman'a 
fortune and his daugther's reputation. 
There were subsequent lawsuits, and the 
gold mine which the Batemans found in 
"Leah" brought nothing but vexation, 
disappointment and loss to Mr. Daly. 


When John Brougham had failed to 


carry on the Boudoir theatre in West 
Twenty-fourth street to the satisfaction 
of James Fisk, the autocrat of Erie se- 
lected Mr. Daly as the manager upon 
whom he relied to rival Wallack's es- 
tablishment. 
With a favorable lease 


and plenty of pluck and capital, Mr. Daly 
fought the Wallackian system vigorous- 
ly and successfully. 


This theater was destroyed by fire in 


1873, and three weeks later he opened 
another theater, formerly the 
Globe, 


under the former name. Early in Au- 
gust, 1879, he established Daly's theater, 
and several years ago he opened in Lon- 
don a thoroughly equipped house under 
the same name. For several seasons he 
managed the Grand Opera House in New 
York. 


In recent years the combination of 


players with which his name has been 
identified—Daly's company of comedians 
—has achieved an international reputa- 
tion under the leadership of Miss Ada 
Rehan. Mr. Daly devoted all his time to 
his theatrical enterprises. He was an 
enthusiastic and a hard worker, always 
noted for the elevation of his dramatic 
purposes and the completeness of his 
scanic presentations. He was a well- 
informed student of the dramatic litera- 
ture of many nations. 
- Among the first of his successes to at- 
tract attention was "tinder the Gas- 
light," which is still popular, "Pique" 
was another of his works that for many 
nights drew big houses in New York. 
"The Big Bonanza" was yet another, and 
among his adaptations were "The Pess- 
ing Regiment," "Love in Harness," "A 
Night Off," "Needles and Pins," "The 
Last Word" and almost numberless othei 
pieces. 


Every year Mr. Daly gave at least one 


magnificent Shakeperian production, and 
no American manager ever devoted so 
much attention to the classic drama, 
being content with small 
gains= and 


cheerfully bearing losses so long as the 
hi?;h standard was maintained. 


He had a comprehensive library ol 


stage literature and collected numerous 
old prints of famous stage people. He 
wrote a book on Peg Woffington and one 
also on Noll Gwynne, "of whose career 
hs had made quite a study. 


Mr. Daly married 8 daughter of the 


late John C. Duff.

It was about this battle that I want- 


ed them to talk. The tale of E>ew6y's 
great victory from the seaman's point 
of view was something now and inter- 
esting. The story had been told often 
enough by officers. Naval commanders 
had debated about it and theorized over 
it in print time and time again. But 
the story as it might be told by the sea- 
man himself was altogether a differ- 
ent matter. That was the story I was 
after.

He remained with Stewart 
until his book was completed,, but he 
got even with the senator by describing 
him as a grotesque character in one ol 
his books. 


RUSSIA'S GREAT 


MARBLE PALACE 


The Winter palace at St Petersburg 


is hteially one of the roomiest in the 
woild. Besides the numerous vast le- 
ception rooms, there are so many suits 
of apartments that any once allotted to 
a royal visitor are kept ever after for 
his or her sole use in the state in which 
they were left. This holds good even 
iv hen the visitor for whom they were 
prepared never arrives to occupy them. 
Certainly elegantly ai ranged apart- 
ments still await the arrival of Prince 
Alexander of Battenberg anj are kept 
in frebh and perfect order, as though he 
might turn up at any moment. 


Notwithstanding the risks of every 


kind which daiiy surround the Russian 
imperial family, the national custom of 
substituting flimsy curtains for the 
common or garden door is adhered to 
throughout the Winter palace. This is 
the case even la the young czarina's

dainty boudoirs, which are cheerfully, 
decorated with a delicate shade of blue, 
her favorite color. Here, too, are the 
thousand and one pretty trifles, tha 
photographs in silver frames, the In- 
dian and Japanese knickknacks, "which 
royal women love to collect, but which 
are 
elsewhere conspicuously absent 


from the palace of the czar. The mod* 
ern dressing table and mirror are drap- 
ed with exquisite Russian lace, and 
there is a shell shaped bath -which ia 
both lovely and quaint. 


The corridors and many of the rooms 


are lined with glass cases containing 
priceless china, gold and silver sets, anfl 
altogether the palace gives one the idea 
of a gigantic museum. Everything- 5a 
on a grand, severe scale, which is cer- 
tainly imposing, but, to an EngUsh, 
mind, horribly bleak and uncomforta- 
ble. The Emperor Nicholas of Crimean 
fame inhabited three dark and dings] 
rooms, destitute of carpet or adorni 
ment. Into one is squeezed a ixarro-ni 
bed, 
where the emperor, like the Duke 


of Wellington, when he turned round 
must have tumbled out. 


The name of that eccentric but enter* 


prising barbarian, Peter the Great, i9 
still held in great awe by the Russian 
people. Everything he wore, made or 
used has been religiously preserved aa 
a sacred relic, and the result is a fins 
omnium gatherum in a long corridor, 
known as Peter's gallery. There ara 
his old coats, his swords and even his 
kitchen crockery, some of it chipped 
and cracked and none of it interesting 
fiom an artistic point of view. In a 
nook is placed a mechanical wax image 
of this monarch, which, when a spring 
was touched, used to rise and bow 
gracefully to the astounded visitor. 
Since this little device once nearly 
frightened a nervous lady of high rank 
out of her senses the performance has 
been strictly forbidden. 


A playful exhibition is also givas by a 


marvelous timepiece presented to the 
fimous Catheime by Biron. It is made 
in the form of a silver tree, nine feet 
high. On the top struts a stately pea- 
cock, while dogs, rabbits and other ani- 
mals crouch at its feet. As the hours 
go round ex'crything moves—the pea- 
cock bows, the birds flap their wings, 
the dogs bark, and the rabbits sit up 
ar.d wash their faces. It is extremely 
comical, but the whole design is tawdry 
and vulgar in the extreme. 


Catherine was so infatuated with the 


donor of this eccentricity that when ho 
left this vale of tears she even put her 
china and furniture into mourning. Sev- 
eral dinner sets were made expressly 
for her use till her grief was assuaged 
by the attentions of a new admirer. 
Catherine was frightfully extravagant, 
and the treasures, particularly the jew- 
elry, which she left would alone realiza 
an enormous fortune. 


THEY OBEYED ORDERS. 


A curious instance of an order being 


kept up alter the reason for it 5, ad been 
removed is illustrated by the ioliowing 
tale told of the Austrian government: 
Some time ago, at one of the sittings 
of the reichstag, a member desired to 
be informed of the reason why a sentry 
should be posted night and day in front: 
of the old wall of the ruined royal pal* 
ace, which had neither doors nor win- 
dows left to guard. After some time 
had elapsed the matter was explained 
in the following manner: A hundred, 
and twenty years ago the Chinese em- 
bassador presented the Empress Maria 
Theicsa with some rare tea rose plants. 
The empress, who was a keen gardener, 
had them planted against the wall of 
the palace and watched their growth, 
with the greatest pleasure. When, tha 
season came lor them to bloom, the 
ladies of the court also took a deep in- 
terest in them, and, not content with 
merely admiring them, some of them 
v.ent so far as to pick the precioua 
blooms. 


The empress, who was naturally very 


hot tempered, fell into a great passion 
on missing her blossoms and immedi- 
ately ordered the captain of the palaca 
guard to place a sentry to watch over 
them. Ever since then the spot has 
been religiously guarded, although tha 
rose trees have long since disappeared.

In an editorial commenting on va- 
ious New England college presidents, 
.he Sunday Republican says: 


"Meantime President Carter of Wil- 
iams, who has succeeded so well in 
modernizing' and advancing that in- 
stitution, is across the water enjoying 
a well-earned rest.
